The proclama- 
tion gives such men until Dec. 31 to return 
and take their old places in the Spanish 
army, failing in which they are threatened 
with death by the builet im case they are 
captured thereafter.

The New Orleans Picayune of the 10th

— Among other dispatches we find 

West Feliciana—Democratic majority, 465. To- 
tal vote, 2,031. Entire Democratic ticket elected. 

This is one of the reported intimidated 
parishes, of which it was stated that not a 
Republican was permitted to vote ; that they 
were all driven away with force and violence 
by rifle-clubs from the State of Mississippi. 
If this is so, how happens it that, with 2,031 
votes cast, the Democratic majority is but 
465? The parish would have given a large 
Republican majority if all the colored men 

. had voted that ticket. As the case stands, 
about 800 of them must have voted it, if 
2,031 votes were polled and the Demo@atic 
majority is 465. This proves that the alleged 
intimidation did not frighten away all the 
negroes, as has been asserted.

fair play have found that some examination 
is necessary in order to determine what fair 
play really is under the statute governing the 
action of the Returning Board. They have 
discovered that this statute has already been 
pronounced constitutional by the Louisiana 
Supreme Court, and that it isa law of the 
State which all the learning and profundity 
now assembled at New Orleans cannot rub 
out. It is found, moreover, that the Return- 
ing Board is fully posted as to its duties and 
powers, and that these duties and powers will 
be performed and exercised lawfully, fear- 
lessly, and impartially. Not a few of the 
Democratic lawyers of the North went 
down there firmly believing that this Return- 
ing Board was a body of usurpers acting 
without warrant or authority of law, a par- 
cel of partisan scoundrels who stood ready 
to resort to any and all villainies requisite to 
further their corrupt schemes; whereas, on 
the contrary, it is found that the present 
Board is made up of men of character and 
respectability, who know the law and pro- 
pose toenforce it. Asa consequence, the 
feeling in New Orleans has undergone a 
marked change for the better, everything is 
quiet and peaceable, and there is no fear of 
disturbance. 


THE ELECTION LAW OF LOUISIANA. 

The law of Louisiana is clear and em- 
phatic. The returns from the parishes are 
prima facie evidence of the vote. The law, 
after creating the Canvassing Board and for 
its sessions, etc., thus provides : 

Suc. 3. That in ench canvass and compilation 
the returning officers shall observe the following 
order: They shall compile firstthe statements 
from all polls or voting-places at which there shall 
have been @ fair, free, and peaceable registration 
anfi election. Whenever, from any poll or voting- 
place, there shall be received the statement of any 
Supervisor of Registration or Commissioner of 
Election, in form as required by Sec. 28 of this 
act, on affidavit of three ormore citizens, of any 
riot, tumult, acts of violence, intimidation, armed 
disturbance, bribery, or corrupt influences, which 
prevented, or tended to prevent, a fair, free, and 
peaceable vote of all qualified electors entitled to 
vote atsuch poll or voting-place, such returning 
officers shall not canvass, count, or compile the 
statements of votes from such poll or voting-place 


until the statements from ail other polls or voting- 


places shall have been canvassed and compiied. 
The returning officers shall then proceed to inves- 
tigate the statements of riot. tumalt, acts of. vio- 
lence, intimidation, armed disturbance, bribery, 
or corrupt influence, at any such poll or voting- 
place; and if, from the evidence of such statement, 
they shall be convinced that such riot, tumult, acts 
of violence, intimidation, armed disturbance, bri- 
bery, or corrupt iofluences did not materially 
interfere with the purity and freedom of the 
election at such poll or voting-place, or did not 
prevent a sufficient number of qualified voters 
thereat from registering or voting to materially 
change the resuit of the election, then, and not 
otherwise, said returning officers shall canvass and 
compile the vote of such poll or voting-place with 
those previously canvassed and compiled: but if 
the said returning officers shall not be fully satis- 
fied thereof, it shail be their duty to examine 
further testimony in regard thereto, and to this 
end they shall have power to send for persons and 
papers. If, after such examination, the said re- 
turning officers shall be convinced that said riot, 
tumult, acts of violence, intimidation, armed dis- 
turbance, bribery, or corrupt influence did ma- 
terially interfere with the purity and freedom of 
the election at such poll or voting-place, or did 
prevent a sufficient number of the qualified elect- 
ors thereat from registering or voting to materially 
change the resuit of the election, then the said re- 
turning officers shall not canvass or complete the 


statement of the votes of such poll or voting- place, 


but shall exclude it from their returns; provided, 
that any person interested in said election shall be 
allowed a hearing before said returning officers 
upon making application within the time allowed 
for the forwardiag of the returns of said election. 

Sec. 26. That in any parish, precinct, ward, city, 
or town, in which during the time of registration 
or revision of registration, or on any day of elec- 
tion. there shall be any riot, tumult, acts of vio- 
lence. intimidation and disturbance, bribery, or 
corrupt influences at any place within said parish, 
or at or near any poll or voting-place, or place of 
registration, or revision of registration, which riot, 
tumult, acts of violence, intimidation and disturb- 
ance, bribery, or corrupt influences shall prevent. 
or tend to prevent, a fair, free, peaceable, and full 
vote of all the qualified electors of said parish, pre- 
cinct, ward, citv, or town, it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioners of Election, if such riot, tumult, 
acts of violence, intimidation and distur bance. 
bribery, or corrupt influences occur on the day of 
election, or of the supervision of registration of 
the parish, if they occur during the time of regis- 
tration or revision of registration, to make. in du- 
plicate, and under oath, a clear and full statement 
of ali the facts relating thereto, and of the effect pro- 
daced by such riot, tumult. acts of violence, intimida- 
tion and disturbance, bribery or corrupt influences 
in preventing a fair, free, and peaceable and full 
registration or election, and of the number of 
qualified electors deterred by such riots, tumait, 
acts of violence, intimidation, and disturbgnce, 
bribery or corrupt influences from registering or 
voting, which statement shall also be corroborated 
under oath by three respectable citizens, quaiified 
electors of the parish. When such statement is 
made by a Commissioner of Election or a Super- 
visor of Registration of the parish (if in the City of 
New Orleans to the Secretary of State), one copy 
of which, if made to the Supervisor of -Registra- 
tion, shall be forwarded by him to the returning 
officers provided for by Sec. 2 of this act, when he 
makes the returns of election in his parish. His 
copy of said statement shall be so annexed to his 
returns of elections by paste, wax, or some adhe- 
sive substance, that the same can be kept together, 
and the other coby the Supervisor of Registration 
shall deliver to the Clerk of the Court of his parish 
for the use of the District - Attorney. 


It will be seen that the question of in- 
timidation and violence is a question of fact 
to be heard upon evidence from both sides, 
and to be decided upon that evidence. The 
canvassers are not to assume anything ; 
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any county was a fraud, and therefore not 
an election at all, they will so decide, and 
reject the vote returned. If there be a 
failure of proof to establish the fact of 
frand, they will count the vote returned. 
Senator Wer, of Louisiana, speaking of 
this matter, explains the law to be as we 
have stated it. He says: 

„Now,“ said Senator West, referring to the 
sections quoted. the difiiculty with the Republic- 
ans will be in getting their testimony of fraud, vio- 
lence, and intimidation before the Returning Board 
if Sec. 26 should be construed to require the cor- 
roborative statements of citizens as to outrages to 
accompany the reports of the Supervisors of Reg- 
istration to the returning officers. That {here 
have been great frauds in many of the 
that violence and intimidation have given 
the Democrats their alleged majority, no fair- 
minded man who has any information on the sub- 
ject can deny. . . . The fact is the colored 
voters have either been scared away from the polls, 
or forced to vote against their predilections; but 
naturally great dificulty will attend the proof of 
thie fact. In many cases the Supervisors will be 
intimidated, and made to sign their returns with- 
out making any mention of the outrages that have 
been perpetrated, and it is as much as a citizen's 
life is worth to make any report of them, as pro- 
vided by Sec. 26. The Republicans will claim that 
itis not necessary, under that section, that the 
corroboration of the Supervisors’ reports of violence 
and intimidation shoula accompany the reports of 
the returning officers, but that the citizens may 
make their statements to the rd any time before 
the final canvassing of the election returns. That 
was what we claimed in the contest over the Legis- 
lature in 1874, but the WuHzELER Compromise Com- 
mittee decided against us, and ruled that the testi- 
mony of, citizens should have accompanied the re- 
turns of the Supervisors. 


He adds a statement which we deem of 
great importance : 

I believe the Returning Board will act fairly to- 
ward both parties. Weis, Cazenave, and Kxx- 
NER are honorable and intelligeat men, and will be 
very careful in the appointment of their associates 
on the Board. I have no doubt but that they will 
appoint one Democrat, to see that the count is fair- 
ly made.. The presence of the numerous distin- 
guished men of both parties, who have gone to 
New Orleans to see the thing out, will have a very 
good effect, and I am satisfied that everything will 
be done honestly and in the full light of day. The 
Republicans of Louigigna cannot afford, and do not 
want to carry the State by any questionable means, 

The Board of Canvassers are clothed with 
ample authority. Their decision is neces- 
sarily final, and hence the importance that 
that decision shall be justified by the facts as 
well as by the law, and that it shall by its 
fairness and impartiality commend itself to 
the judgment of the rational people of the 
country of both parties. These men are not 
mere partisans ; they will sit as judges, and 
their decision should be in keeping with the 
sanctity of the trust, and the importance it 
will have in the affairs of the country. An 
honest and fair decision by that Board of 
Canvassers is of more importance than the 
election of any man, and the Republican 
party will sustain such a decision, no matter 
who may be elected. 

THE WAR FLURRY. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting upon 
the recent thunderbolt which the Ozar 
launched at England, says very frankly: 
The speech of the Czar is not the most 
alarming incident of the time, but it is far 
from pleasant reading.” The real signifi- 
cance of the comment lies in this: that 
while England proposed the forthcoming 
Conference of the Powers, Russia, by one 
master-stroke, has made herself the genius 
of it, the opportunity having been offered 
her by the vagaries of a statesman in his 
cups. The promptness of the Czar’s speech 
shows the earnestness of it. Lord Bracons- 
FIELD’s post-prandial speech had not been in 
Moscow two hours before the Czar ALxx- 
anDER’s defiant and belligerent reply was in 
London. The developments since the two 
speeches enable us to clearly apprehend the 
real purport of the Ozar’s remarkable utter- 
ances. The tenor of Lord Braconsrrexp’s 
speech, which, coming upon the heels of an 
international conference, was as ill-timed as 
his levity over the Bulgarian atrocities, is to 
the effect that war with Russia is an 
eventuality. This was in the nature 
ofa menace, if not an actual 
challenge to England, which the Czar prompt- 
ly accepted, thus putting England upon the 
defensive. The Czar goes much furthér 
than this. Having been ‘threatened, he evi- 
dently felt it was time to put aside the cus- 
tomary courtesies and reservations of diplo- 
macy, and state the Russian programme in 
the fewest possible words, and this he does 
in the following significant utterance : ‘‘ My 
most ardent wish is that we may arrive at a 
general agreement. Should this, however, 
not be achieved, and should I see that we 
cannot obtain the guarantees necessary for 
carrying out what we intended to demand 
from the Porte, I am firmly determined to act 
independently.” This is tantamount to an an- 
nouncement to all Europe that Russia is to 
be left free to accept or reject the findings of 
this Conference, and that she will be the sole 
arbiter whether the guarantees are sufficient 
to carry out the conditions which we” 
(that is, Russia,) intended to demand 
from the Porte. It shows that her 
policy with regard to the future 
relations between the Porte and the Sclavic 
provinces has been fixed; that she will take 
the responsibility of deciding whether the 
measures adopted by the Conference will be 
; to enforce that policy; and that she 
will have the dictation of a compromise, if 
such becomes necessary, and will confine 
that compromise within very narrow limits. 

The promptness and emphasis with which 
the Czar made this speech are proofs that 
Russia*has adopted this policy under the as- 
surance that it will be indorsed by every 
Continental Power, and that, in case of war 
between herself and Turkey, England, if 
she interferes at all, must do so without 
allies. Germany's neutrality has already 
been announced, and the English papers, 
which have just reached us, are loud in 
their denunciations of Bismarck and the 
Emperor in consequence. Italy's policy, of 
necessity, is identical with that of Germany. 
Austria has recently snubbed England in a 
manner which unmistakably indicates that 
she will stand aloof in case of war. 
France, although she has no direct 
and scarcely an indirect interest in the ques- 
tion at issue, has sided with Russia, as a 
matter of self-defense against the possibility 
of a Russo-German alliaxce. Under such 
circumstances as these, the forthcoming 
Conference is only an empty form which has 
no binding authority upon Russia. If it 
adopts her policy, well and good; if it does 
not, then Russia will act independently in 
enforcing it. The question of peace or war 
does not depend upon the findings of this 
Conference, but upon the acceptance of its 
findings by Russia. That England will not 
oppose Russia in case of war begins to be 
apparent,—not alone because she has no 
allies, but because, with her customary pru- 
dence and calculation, she is already prepar- 
ing to offset any advantage which Russia 


} may obtain in the foundation of a Pan-Scla- 


vonie Empire. Her first move is in the di- 
rection of Greece. The London Spectator 
foreshadows her policy in a long article, from 
which we make the following extracts: 

We fear it is too late to produce any alteration in 
the sentiments which Segyian and Bulgarian have 
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and a wiser policy for the future can alone be ex- 
pected to remove gradually the disastrous im- 
pressions of the past twelvemonth. For the pres- 
ent, we must reconcile ourselves to see Russia reap 
the gratitude which might so easily have been the 


due of the British people from Bulgarian and Serb. 


There remains, however, another Christian stock, 
not less oppressed than any Sclav Community, not 
less deserving of our sympathy, not less fitted to 
profit by the opportunities of civilization, and, in 
addition, especially calculated to act as a counter- 
poise to the inevitable increase of Sclav power and 
Russian influence in the East. We mean the 
Greeks, as well in the provinces still subject to the 
Turk as in independent Greece, and the former sec- 
tion of the Hellenic nation still more than the 
latter. „It isan element of the Eastern 
question which must be attended to somehow or 
other; and what we have lariy to insist on 
is that the mode in which the Greek unrest and 
misery are treated by is of the very first 
importance, not only to the Hellenes themselves, 
but to this world-wide British Empire, which de- 
pends upon so many con for its pros- 
perity, and which cannot dispense with any efiicient 
ally against innumerable jealousies and rivalries. 

A still more remarkable statement appears 
in the London Tunes, which goes to show that 
En fland has her eyes fastened even upon 
China, and that the absorption of that vast 
Empire may not be a very remote con- 
tingency. With regard to the present diplo- 
matic rupture between England and China, 
the London Times says: 

We can only say beforehand that we do not seek 
more empire, and that we should regard it as a 
misfortune to be burdened with the charge of any 
Chinese province. But we must keep constantly 
in view the danger that, after a war with States 
like China, civilized nations may slip into such 
positions of responsibility unawares. Happily, 
the peril may leesen if Chinese officials see as 
clearly as Li-Hune-Cuane appears to do the folly 
of provoking a contest with a great European 
Power. 

Whatever offsets calculating England may 
seek to make, or whatever position she may 
assume in case of war between Russia and 
Turkey, will not affect the fact that the Czar 
has defined his attitude with a great moral 
purpose behind it, and that in going behind 
the Treaty of Paris and all other treaties in 
the cause of humanity, he will command the 
gratitude of the world. : 

AN ,.UNSEEMLY TEMPER. 

The Hon. L. Q. C. Laman, of Mississippi, 
who has had some reputation hitherto as a 
fair-minded man, has gone to New Orleans, 
and expresses himself in a dispatch to Gen. 
Warna at Grenada, Mies., as follows: 

Kroes, Packanp, Wer.ts, and ANDERSON 
stand condemned as infamous, and nothing but 
mistrust and discredit attaches to what they say or 
do, and what they touch they contaminate. These 
men have been encouraged and maintained in a 
course of conduct eontrary to the Constitution and 
the laws, ard dangerous to the liberties of the 
people. The ordertothe army to concentrate in 
New Orleans is a stage toward the overturn of con- 
stitutiona! liberty and the establishment of a mili- 
tary despotism. If this policy succeed, no Presi- 
dential election hereafter will be made except un- 
der the direction of the army. 

It appears from the above that Mr. Lamar 
has gone to New Orleans, not in the interest 
of peace, but in favor of the policy of the 
Chicago Times, namely, to clean out” the 
officials in authority. Mr. Lamanr’s language 
does not become him. It was an unseemly 
act for him to go to New Orleans at all, but, 
having gone, it was his duty above all things 
to have assumed a modest and humble tone, 
to have comported himself with quietness, 
and to have made as few suggestions as 
possible. Mr. Lamar has been elect- 
ed to the United States Senate by 
a Legislature elected by the most unblushing 
fraud and the most outrageous terrorism 
upon the Mississippi Plan, the proofs of 
which were furnished in overwhelming pro- 
fusion and completeness before the Oxford 
Grand Jury. That damning evidence, al- 
though it was suppressed, has never been 
denied. He holds his position by a virtual 
fraud, and represents the minority of the 
people of Mississippi. Probably 25,000 
voters have been disfranchised. He may 
urge, like Mr. Watrzrson, that a majority of 
these are plantation-hands and laborers, but 
they are none the less citizens, and just as 
much citizens, and just as much entitled to 
vote, as Mr. Lamar or Mr. Watterson. It 
was bad enough to apply the Mississippi Plan 
in that State for the benefit of Mr. Lamar; 
to apply it now in Louisiana for the benefit 
of Mr. TD is still worse. Mr. Lamar’s 
temper is unworthy of a man who has had 
some reputation hitherto for frankness and 
moderation. 0 

ASSUMING INTIMIDATION. 

It is a common practice among malevolent 
partisans, whose views of right and wrong 
are governed by mere party success, to mis- 
quote, misrepresent, or falsify the statements 
of those who desire the triumph of law and 
justice as greater than mere partisan victory ; 
and it is the practice of this same class of 
persons to base their brainless accusations 
upon these falsifications, and deduce their 
defamatory arguments therefrom. 

The organ that objected to the indictment, 
trial, and prosecution of the whisky-revenue 
thieves, because it would hurt the party,” 
complains that Tae Curoaco Trrnune is 
giving away the election of a Republican 
President by insisting that the result in Lou- 
isiana, to be sustained by public opinion, 
must be justified by law, truth, and fairness, 
and that this rule will apply, no matter 
whether it elects Hayrs or Trpen.

The allegation is that in these parishes the 
negroes were so intimidated that but few, 
and in some instances none of them, even 
offered to vote, and hence the Democratic 
majority in 1876 exceeding the large Repub- 
lican majority in 1874. Tun Carcaco Tu- 
unt denies that, in reaching a fair conclusion 
upon this matter to warrant the re- 
jection of these votes, it can be 
assumed that these persons not voting were 
prevented from so doing by such means and 
to such an extent as to destroy the whole 
validity of an election. The question of in- 
timidation is a fact to be established by 
proof, and is never to be assumed, nor to be 
taken upon mere assertion. This, the organ 
insists, is a betrayal of the Republican party 
and an espousal of Ku-Kluxism. It is indus- 
triously stated that : 

Tur Tamer says that 1,000 Democrats could 
hardly intimidate 2,000 Republicans. This is in 
the same spirit of unfairness in which the rest of 
the article is couched. It knows that the parishes 
named are on the Mississippi border, where rifle- 
clubs abound, and where at one day's warning 
3, 000 armed men could be brought over the border 
to shoot down Republican voters. 

The same statement is repeated thus: 

It is alleged that in five parishes of Louisiana on 
the Mississippi border the polling at the late elec- 
tion was interrupted, and a fair election defeated 
by violence and intimidation. 

The allegation that these five parishes are 
on the Mississippi border, subject to Ku- 
Klux raids from that State, is the assertion 
of an i ass. Morehouse Parish is on 
the west side of the river, with a large county 
lying between it and the Mississippi River, 
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and wholly remote from that State. Ouachita 
is still further west of the river, and was 
probably as free from an invasion on election- 
day from Mississippi as it was from an in- 
vasion from Chicago. East Feliciana, and 
West Feliciana, and East Baton Rouge are 
on the river, the first voting at Port Hudson, 
the second at Francisville, and the third at 
Baton Rouge, all on the river. The commu- 
nication with Mississippi is only by the 
river, and the distance is too great from any 
populated districts of Mississippi to admit of 
any raids on i from that State. 
If it be true that thousands of Republican 
voters permitted themselves to be scared 
away from the polls by half their number of 
Democrats, it was unnecessary for the latter 
to call in aid from Mississippi. The Mis- 
siasippi border” story is lugged in 
to aggravate the demand for war 
and for “blood.” The organs, 
in the absence of any facts as to the whole 
business, have been demanding the exclusion 
of the vote of all these counties, when in the 
very heat of the demand the reported vote 
of East Batoh Rouge—one of these disputed 
parishes has been received, and it has given 
800 Republican majority instead of 600 Dem- 
ocratic! Here is an illustration of the dan- 
ger of takingup arms and going to war about 
election returns before the vote is counted or 
known. Will the “ organs” persist in de- 
manding that the vote of this parish be ex- 
cluded, now that it has given a Republican 
majority ? 

Tan Triscune repeats the advice it has 
given, that it will be time enough to talk 
about war and bloodshed and revolutionary 
fathers when the votes shall be received and 
counted, and the facts made public, and the 
result declared. Since the above was written 
comes the following : 

Wasnmarox, D. C., Nov. 14.—Senator West 
has a telegram from a Conservative Republican in 
New Orleans, dated to-day, saying that returns 
from al] the parishes have been received, and that 
the Republicans have carried the national, State, 
and Legislative tickets, without throwing out the 
so-called intinndated parishes. 

If this be true, and we suppose it is, that 
will be an end of the war, and the chivalrous 
gentry who aré preparing to march to Wash- 
ington to forcibly inaugurate their favorite 
President may hang up their arms. 

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT. 

The Chicago Times is again confusing the 
idea of a responsible Executive with its 
own scheme for an acephalous Govern- 
ment.” This wouldn't be so serious, as 
there is little hope of penetrating the obtuse 
understanding of that concern, but it is seek- 
ing to create the same confusion in the minds 
of the public. It absurdly affects to find an 
inconsiggency in Toe Trrsune’s stating on 
one day that the President and the majority 
of the House of Representatives ought to. be 
the choice of the same majority (which is not 
always the case under our present system), 
and on an day that the President might 
better be elected for six years and be ineli- 
gible for re-election. Probably the obtuse 
understanding of the T7'imes. will admit 
that a system can be devised ‘where- 
by the President and House of Representa- 
tives shall be elected on the same day, and 
under which the majority for President shall 
also choose the majority of the House. [If 
its obtuse understanding goes this far, then 
we should think it might also admit that the 
principles of a responsible Executive could 
be secured by a ch of Cabinet in defer- 
ence to the popular expression in the election 
of the next House of ‘Representatives, in case 
that expression be different from what it was 
when the President was chosen. If the nat- 
urally obtuse understanding were not further 
befogged by the idea that there shouldn't be 
any President at all, but that we should have 
a headless Government, perhaps there might 


be some hope of boring this simple proposi- , 
skull.

There are just two systems of responsible 
Government prevailing in Europe. One— 
the English system, which has been adopted, 
with modifications, by all the constitutional 
monarchies and applied to the French Re- 
public—is that of a permanent Executive 
with a change of Ministry in consonance 
with the popular voice as represented by the 
popular House. The other—the Swiss sys- 
tem, which prevails iu that little Republic 
alone—is the choice of a Parliament by the 
people, a selection of a Cabinet by the Par- 
liament, and the choice of a President, or 
Chief of Cabinet, by the Cabinet itself. The 
application of the responsible principle in 
this system is only possible by the retire- 
ment of the entire Cabinet, including the 
President, which leaves an interregnum. 
Such a system may answer for a small com- 
munity of homogeneous character and pro- 
tected by the map of Europe, but it would 
be fraught with serious danger in a 
Government that extends over an en- 
tire continent, embracing forty-four 
millions of people with every variety of in- 
terests and constantly contending factions. 
If the principle of responsible Government 
is to be adopted in this country it should be 
in the spirit of the Anglo-Saxon system, and 
approximate the English usage as nearly as 
possible. The first object to be attained, 
then, isan executive head that shall be as 
nearly permanent as practicable in a popular 
form of Government in order that the integ- 
rity of the civil service may thus be preserv- 
ed, and that the head of the Government 
may feel free from the dictation of the party 
that elected him and represent the whole 
people. A long term and ineligibility to re- 
election are the first requisites for such a 
condition. 

The objection to our present system is that 
it is possible at all times thata President 
may be elected by one party and a majority 
of the House by another? It is not unlikely 
that such may prove to be the result of the 
recent election. The twelve largest States 
could give their united Electoral votes for 
President and elect him, though at the same 
time electing a minority of Representatives. 
The other twenty-five smaller States could 
vote solidly against the President-elect, and 
choose their entire delegations in Congress 
from the opposite party. The result would 
be a President of one party and a large ma- 
jority of the popular branch of Congress of 
the other. This may be avoided by electing 
a President by the votes of Congressional 
districts, for one way; that is Senator Mon- 
rox's proposition. Future Executive respon- 
sibility during the Presidential term may ‘be 
secured by the English plan of selecting te 
Cabinet from the majority of the House of 
Representatives. Any change of parties 
during the life of a Congress can be met by 
a vote of want of confidence, to be followed 
either by the resignation of the Cabinet and 
selection of another, or by an execn- 
tive dissolution of Congress and an appeal 
to the people. Under this plan, there 
would always be a head of the army, of the 
navy, of the civil service, and of the Gov- 
ernment. A change of policy and Ministry 
would not be accompanied by a disruption of 

it service, the dismissal of one 
set of officeholders and the dintment of 
an entirely new set. The t, having

And if 
they are to be set over the State 
officers to keep them from making false re- 
turns, who is to be set to watch the Demo- 
cratic carpet-bag guardians of the purity of 
the ballot and inspectors of election? They 


| have no legal or moral right to meddle in the 


matter, and, if they do, it will be hardly an 
open question whether Gov. KziLoee would 
not be warranted in causing their arrest as 
conspirators and disturbers of the peace. 

They fume about the legality of the State 
Government of Louisiana. But can these 
carpet-bag Democrats show warrant for them- 
selves setting up any other State Administra- 
tion, or for exercising any constraint or in- 
timidation, even moral, over the Louisi- 
ana Administration, which both Houses of 
Congress, all departments of the National 
Government, and the people of Louisiana 
themselves, recognize?

The United States Monetary Commission 
tting in New York has adopted the ad. 


In your opinion, is the existing stock of gold in 
the world, combined with the current and antic- 
ipated supplies of that metal from the mines of the 
world, sufficient or likely to be sufficient to main- 
tain existing prices and commercial credits, and 
permit of the continued development of commerce 
and industry without retardation? This question 
is to be regarded as implying the entire abandon- 
ment of silver as unlimited legal-tender money in 
all the countries of Europe and America. 


The most pronounced 


gold-monometallists, 
such as Micuer Cuevauier, have not advocat- 


ed any such extreme step as the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in all the countries of Europe 
and America. The stock of silver in use in 


these countries is, on an average of the esti-

van, and other authorities, about $1,000,- 


000. The supply of gold in the same coun- 

is about $2,600,000,000. The effects 
of throwing more than a quarter of the cir- 
culating coin of the Occidental countries out 
of use as money would be disastrous in 
the extreme upon themselves, directly and 
indirectly, through its immediate dis- 
turbance of relations with all Oriental 
countries. Even after England, following 
the recommendations of Lord Liverpoo.’s 
report, adopted the gold standard in 1816, 
the Bank of England retained a large pro- 
portion of silver in its reserves. The mer- 
chants of London could not without silver 
transact their vast commercial operations 
with India and China. Sir Rosser Peet, in 
the debate on the Bank Charter act of 1844, 
explained this apparent deviation from the 
gold standard, and defended it; and Parlia- 
ment, in the Charter act, authorized the 
continuance of the practice, with some limit- 
ations. The effect upon countries that 
have not silver currency of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver has received a familiar illustra- 


tion in the losses brought upon England 


through the effects in India of the demonetiz- 
ation of silver in Germany. That country 
has not yet completed its experiment. It 
has found the substitution of gold for 200 
millions of silver thalers a much more costly 
and difficult piece of business than it antici- 
pated, and there is evidence in the recent 
announcement that the Reichstag would be 
asked to widen the limit of the silver cur-

THE ENGLISH PRESS. 
London, Nov. 14.—The Times has a strong 


first notices the slow progress toward an agree- 
ment about the conference and its bases, facts 
which are clearly not promising for its success, 
but declares that the worst symptom is a dispo- 
sition to prescribe beforehand conditions incom- 
patible with the ideas of negotiation and com- 
promise. It cites as thus inconsistent with the 
idea of the conference the stipulation that 
there must be no limitation of the Sultan’s sov- 
ereign will. But those who labor for peace, 
it says, will not lore heart because 
the prospect is not perfectly clear. The Times 
condemns the past British policy, and says: “If 
Austria and Great Britain had known their in- 
terests last year, they would have arrested apy 
extension of this difficulty by promoting what 
was then a comparatively easy settlement.“

than the outbreak of such a war for such an 
avowed purpose. The time might come when 
we, declaring to the Sultan our regret at the 
inevitable partition of his dominions, might be 
obliged to demand that he should resign Con- 
stantinople to a power able to take care of it.” 

The Times says it does not suppose it would 
come to this. The Czar would, before he pro- 
voked a crisis calling for England’s interven- 
tion,—with Servia aggrandized and independ- 
ent, with Roumania independent and ag- 
grandized south of the Danube, in 
exchange for territory ceded to Russia on the 
north,—he would stop well contented with what 
he had dene in a work the completion whereof 
must be left for another time. But what a re- 
sult this would be of a policy having for its 
first note the maintenance of the independence 
and integrity of the Ottoman Empire. What 
we have described is the probable course of 
events, to which we must look forward if the 
armistice expires without peace being pro- 
claimed. Without saying that under no circum 
stances could a shot be fired from an English 
cannon, this much may be unhesitatingly de- 
clared that, if Russia took up the war from 
Servia’s failing hands, English opinion would 
no more justify armed opposition to Russia 
than it did justify armed opposition to 
Servia, and the diplomacy of Russia 
would show itself altogether deficient in the 
sagacity attributed toit if it did not so describe 
the objects of the warand restrict its opera- 
tions as to prevent the occurrence of any suf- 
ficient reason for our interfering.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette, referring to the last 
paragraph of the foregoing article, says: With 
such evidence as this affords of the attitude of 
England, Russian opinion is only too likely to 
be content.

we need not say; but a mistake of this kind has

RUSSIA WILL HAVE JUSTICE. 
Sr. Pererssure, Nov. 14.—The Czar has or- 
dered the mobilization of a part of the Russian 
army. A circular of Prince Gortschak: ff, the 
Russian Premier, to Russian representatives 
abroad, explaining this measure, says: The 
Czar does not wish war, and will, if possible, 
avoid it.

THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 

The Time’ correspondent at Vienna thinks 
the meeting of the Conference is tolerably well 
assured. The Porte, although putting forward 
objections, has intimated that it would 
leave the decision to the British Government. 
From indications of the Russian demands 
which Gen. Ignatieff has given, it appears Rus- 
sia wll require the appointment of Governors 
for fixed periods, the employment of 
Christian officials whenever practicable, re- 
form of taxation, local police, etc.; also, 
that reforms should not be limited to the 
province called Bulgaria, but de extended to all 
districts inhabited by Bulgarians. If these, as 
it appears possible, are all Russia’s demands, 
and if Russia shows moderation in regard to the 
guarantees, there will not be much need for the 
Czar to take an independent course. 

DERBY TO THE SULTAN. 

The Daily Telegraph’s special from Pera states 
that Lord Derby has replied to the Turkish ob- 
jections to the conference in a conciliatory but 
firm tone. He forcibly points to the necessity 
for a conference in the interest of 
Turkey herself; clearly explaining his purpose of 
administrative autonomy as a system of local 
institutions which should give the population 
some control over their own affairs, and says 
there is no question of establishing tributary 
States. The Turks, who lately adopted a very 
warlike tone, have been somewhat subdued by 
the Moscow speech. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Tunes reports 
that in obedience to Russia’s demand, Persia 
has placed some troops on her Turkish frontier.

In the twelfth verse He says: Verily, verily 
Isay unto you, He that believeth on Me, the 
works that 1 do shall he do also, and greater 
works than these shall he do, because I go unto 
My Father.” I used to stumble over that verse 
a good deal, but at last I came to see that it was 
a Freater work to move the living souls of men 
= + Stoo oe Dae bodies. Pentecost, 
with its conversions, Was a greater thing 
than the raising of Lazarus. 

I will not read the whole chapter, but just 
call your attention to a synopsis of it. How 
familiarly He s of heavenly things! Neith- 
er Moses, nor David, nor Isaiah, nor Paul, nor 
John ever tell us anything about Heaven, of 
their own knowledge, but Jesus Christ says: 
“In My Father’s house are many mansions. If 


it were not so I wo have told you.” 
He knew about them, because He 
came down from Heaven. He could 


talk as freely about the mansions in Heaven as 
the children of Queen Victoria can about the 
rooms in Windsor Palace. Those are the man- 
sions which He said He was going to prepare 
for His disciples, and some one has said, 
„We may et some idea how glorious they will 
— from time it takes Him to prepare 
them.“ 

The third verse: And H 1 go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again and receive you 
unto Myself.“ I like that text. What we want, 
and what the Church wants, is to be looking for 
Christ's coming n. Weare nowhere in the 
Word of God told to be looking for death, but 
we are told to be watching for the coming of the 
Son of Man. Some people say that we must 
look for the restoration of the Jews and for the 
millennium before the second coming of Christ; 
but the Bidle don't say so. There is no com- 
mand in the Bible about looking for the restora- 
tion of the Jews, or for,the coming of 
the millennium, but we are commanded to 
watch, for, in such an hour as we think 
not. the Son of Man cometh, and it is perfectiy 
safe to do what the Word of God commands us 
to do. If the Churcn, instead of looking for 
the Jews to be restored, were only watching and 
waiting for the Lord to return, as He says He 
will, there would be a great deal more lle and 
power among its members.

SHERIFF KERN. 
NO VACANCIES. 

Charley Kern, the Sheriff-elect, appears to be 
laboring under considerable difficulty in the way 
of appeasing his numerous friends who are so- 
liciting him daily, both in person and by letter, 
for positions. Mr. Kern has received something 
near a thousand applications in the shape of 
letters and petitions from aspirants for places 
as deputies and bailiffs. 

There is a misunderstanding in the minds of 
the public in general as to the patronage in the 
hands of the Sheriff. For the benefit of the

The only motive for their action is an interested 
one. And the climax of the intended fraud 
in the matter is the understanding existing 
in well-informed circles, and told to a TRIBUNE

In addition are the irregular forces, consisting 
of the Pawnees, numbering 97, and led by 
Frank North, who in himself is a host; the 
Sioux, 150, commanded by Lieut. Clarke, of the 
Second Cavalry, assisted by Lieuts. Howe and 
Jones, of the Fourth Artillery; and 100 Sho- 
shones, now at Reno, in charge of Cosgrove, 
the scout,—thus making a grand total of 

OVER TWO THOUSAND MEN, 
or a force as large as Gen. Crook had with him 
at any time last summer, and one-third larger 
than the command with which he fought Sitting 
Bull at Rosebud Hills. 

Randall, at last accounts, was at the Crow 
Agencies in Montana, endeavoring to induce 
those wild warriurs to again engage against their 
ancient foemen, with good prospects of succeed- 
ing. If Randall gets 800 Crows, Gen. Crook 
will have in the field about 2,500 men; this in- 
cludes the four companies of infantry now at 
Old Fort Reno, on 5 Powder River, and with 
this force no disaster need be apprehended. 
Especially is this the case during the winter, for, 
during that season, the Indians are unable to 
concentrate in any cousiderable numbers, owing 
to the scarcity of grass for their ponies. Gen. 
Crook is very much elated at the success of his 
effort in procuring of a number of Sioux to 

ht their own people. He looks upon this as 
the entering wedge which will result in the dis- 
memberment of the Sioux Nation, and, asa 
natural sequence, 

THEIR UTTER DISCOMFITURE. 

Three-Bears, who is the head man of the 
Sioux contingent, has always been friendly to 
the whites; and parties who are sup 
know pronounce bim entirely trustworthy. 
Sharp-Nose, an Arapahoe, and Swift-Thunder, a 
Cheyenne Chief, are act so well known; but, if 
promises go for anything, they will certainly do 
well. Howthe Pawnees and Sioux will work 
together remains to be seen. An ancient feud 
of the bitterest kind exists between the tribes, 
and is rendered more intense by the 
massacre at Deadwood Creek, in Nebraska, 
about three and a half years ago, when 
some 1,200 Sioux attacked a Pawnee hunting- 
camp,—the young men being away after buffalo 
at the time,—and slaughtered every living soul 
in it. It the Pawnees .orget this, even so far as 
the friendly Sioux are concerned, they will ex- 
hibit more ot the divine spirit of torgiveness 
than Indians are usually credited with. Then 
the Crows and Sioux have been fighting each 
other for so many years that the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary; and the same may 
be said of the Sioux and Shoshones. Our irregu- 
lar forces, with this discordant element,—the 
Sioux coutingent,—may prove a greater source 
of trouble and anxiety to the General than old 
Sitting Bull withall his prancing legions. 

AN INCIDENT 

occurred on the march up from Laramie, which 
shows that the inimical spirit has not died out 
between the Sioux and Pawnees,—at least as far 
as the Sioux are concerned. The Pawnees were 
in advance, when two of the Sioux slipped away 
trom their party, and, riding up to the Pawnees, 
counted coup on two of their warriors. This 
is considered a very great insult, and consists in 
striking your cnemy with a long, thin pole 
called a * coup-stick (pronounced koo), and 
means that the striker will take the stricken 
one’s hair ou a more convenient occasion. For- 
tunately, Maj. North—who has great control 
over his. command—prevented any retaliation, 
and, as the Sioux have not yet received their 
arms, nothing serious has as yet occurred. 

THE PAWNEES 

are by all odds the most reliable of the irregu- 
lars. They are duly enlisted, organized, and 
uniformed as a troop of cavairy; and, if it were 
not for their long bair, which they will nét con- 
seut to part with, would ent a vory 9 
appearance. Moreover, they are tractable an 
under good control, and have the most implicit 
faith in North, their leader. They will be found 
practically more eflicient than the remainder of 
our allies put together; and, when the time 
22 to use them in battle, their value will be 
shown. 

Ot course, the question as to what 

THE GENBRAL’S INTENTIONS

He may be 
camped along the Musselshell, far out of the 
reach of troubs operating from here during the 
winter; but many believe that the main body of 
the hostiles are on the Little Missouri, well up 
toward ita head. They were there two months 
ago, but two months ago and pow are very dii- 
ferent, especially when the location of an Indi- 
an Village is concerned.
